However. the formal deficit does not reflect the actual 
scale of the collapse, in view of the huge increase in the 
indebtedness (unpaid arrears) of various budget units 
and moreover nearly all categornes of outlays have been 
slashed with caceptional brutality A better -ardstick of 
the collapse of the budget 1s the decline in its recempts 
The |99!
